The Daily Bulletin is published by the Institute of Government each day the 
North Carolina'General Assembly is in session. It is distributed to members and 
staff of the General Assembly, state and local governmental officials, and the news 
media in an attempt to assist them in understanding pending legislation and in 
following the progress of that legislation. This is one of the ways The University 
of North Carolina at Chapel Hill attempts to serve the citizens and governmental 
officials of North Carolina. Other activities of the Institute of Government include 
the publication of a quarterly magazine, as well as manuals and bulletins for local 
and state governmental officials, the holding of courses and conferences for citizens 
and governmental officials, and consultations with governmental officials on specific 
problems. 

The Daily Bulletin is easy to use if one becomes familiar with it. Each 
issue contains, in order, summaries of House and Senate public bills introduced, 
summaries of House and Senate locai bills introduced, summaries of amendments, 
committee substitutes, and conference reports adopted in the House and Senate, and 
on the white pages a list of all floor actions that took place on bills that day. 

The list of floor actions is reproduced from information entered in a computer-based 
bill status and history system, which is maintained by the Institute and the Legisla- 
tive Services Office with the cooperation of the Office of State Management Systems 
of the Department of Administration. The list of actions contains symbols to indi- 
cate the bills that have been ratified or have failed and to show the dates of any 
earlier amendments to a bill. 

The Institute of Government also publishes a Weekly Summary and weekly status 
reports for public and local bills. For information on these publications, or for 
further information about matters contained in the Daily Bulletin, call or write the 
Institute at the address/telephone number indicated on the masthead of this Bulletin. 


The 1980 Session 

The 1980 session of the General Assembly convened today at 12 noon. Under 
terms of resolutions (Res. 74 and 84, SL 1979) passed last session, the session 
will be limited to the following bills: (1) bills directly affecting the budget; 
(2) bills introduced in 1979 that passed one house and were not unfavorably acted 
upon in the other house; (3) bills authorized by a resolution passed by a two-thirds 
majority in each house; (4) bills implementing study commission reports; (5) bills 
impiementing reports of the Governmental Evaluation ("Sunset") Commission; (6) 
resolutions relating to membership on the new community college board; (7) noncon- 
troversial local bills filed by Tuesday, June 10; and (8) 1979 bilis (H 813 and 
S 499) relating to the collection of money judgments. 

Since the 1980 session is a continuation of the 1979 session, the numbering 
of bills and session laws continues sequentially from the last day of the 1979 
session. When we summarize actions on a bill that was introduced in the 1979 session, 
we may refer to 1979 Bulletins. When we do so, we will specifically indentiiy those 
Bulletins. Otherwise, all cross-references to pages in the Bulletin will refer to 


1980 Bulletins.

CHANGES IN 1980-81 STATE BUDGET 


ry 

H 1560/8947, introduced today, contain changes in the 1980-81 state, budget that 
are recommended by the Governor and the Advisory Budget Commissicn. pe recommenda- 
tions include an increase in appropriations of $358 million ($331M from General 
Fund; $27M from Highway Fund) over the amount appropriated for 1980-81 by the 1979 
session of the General Assembly. Most of the additional money in the General Fund 
comes from greater than anticipated state revenues ($150M in 1978-79 and $77M in 
1980-81), expected reversions in 1979-86 ($80M), and a greater than anticipated 
credit balance for 1978-79 ($24M more than anticipated), One reason why revenues 
exceeded estimates in 1949-80 is that the expected recession did not occur in 1979. 
Instead it is now expected to run from the second quarter of 1980 through mid-1981. 
Real personal income in North Carolina is expected to decline 1% in fiscal 1980-81, 
and there will. be an overall slackened rate of growth in the state's economy. 

The bulk ($295M) of the $358M in additional appropriations will be for salary 
increases for teachers and state employees, public school educators and additional 
retirement benefits for active and retired employees. Another large sum ($43M) will 
go for increased energy-related costs of maintaining state programs at their current 
level of service. There is only a smali amount ($2,8M from General Fund ; $371,000 
from Highway Fund) for additional capital improvements. 

Revenue collection for the Highway Fund is experiencing difficulties. The mctor 
fuel tax accounts for approximately two-thirds of the Fund, and it is: expected to 
decrease by 5% in 1979-80 and by 2.2% more in 1980-81. Some of the causes for the 
decline are increasing motor fuel prices, more efficient vehicles, and weakening 
economic conditions. The Governor and Advisory Budget Commission have recommended 
a change in the method of funding highway contracts in 1980-81 that will result in 
a one-time saving of $57.3M. Presently, the entire amount of a construction contract 
is encumbered in the appropriations for the current year, even though it will be 
spent over several years. The change to a "cash flow" method will encumber funds in 
the current year only to the extent that expenditures will be made in that year. 

(A study group is currently examining the Highway Fund and is expected to report its 
findings before the beginning of the 1981 General Assembly.) 

Listed below are the highlights of the proposals of the Governor and Advisory 
Budget Commission. The figures are rounded-off, and not every item is listed. Only 
the items recommended for funding from the additional $358M are listed; unless other- 
wise indicated, all appropriations in the 1979-81 budget passed last year are re- 
commended for continuation. All items listed are from the General Fund unless other- 
wise indicated. 

Salary and Benefit Increases: (1) $213M from General Fund and $22,5M ($10.5M of this 
amount will be funded through work orders) from Highway Fund for 10% raise for public 
schooi employees and state employees; (2) $20M for new public school salary schedule 
which will be the same as now exists for state employees subject to the State Per- 
sonnel Act, except that step increases will be automatic; (3) $600,000 for placing 
educational pesitions in state dep't and institutions on new salary schedule equal 

to that for public school educators; (4) $2.3M to begin longevity supplement after 
10 years of service (now, after 1l5yyears) for public school employees; (5) $6M from 
General Fund and $2.2M ($1.2M of this amount will be funded through work orders) 

from Highway Fund to provide additional 8th step for state employees, subject to 

State Personnel Act, school bus mechanie’ andproperty and cost clerks, and adminis- 
strative and clerical employees in Judicial Dep't; (6) $425,000 to begin longevity 
supplement after 10 years of service (now, 15:years) for community. college employees 
and $195.000 to maintain existing supplement for 1980-81; (7) $2.45M to increase 
from 1.9% to 4.0% salary increment increases available to community college personnel 
not subject to State Personel Act; (8) $7.74M to increase from 1.9% to 5.0% salary 
increment increases available to university personnel not subject to State Personnel 
Act; (9) $17.2M from General Fund and $1.87M from Highway Fund to (a) pay anticipated 
increases in hospitalization contract for active and retired teachers and state em- 
ployees (with recommendation that there be a deductible in future contracts); 
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(b) provide hospital and medical insurance benefits to former General’ Assembly 

members at age 65 or older and who had served at least five years; (c) increase 
formula for calculating retirement benefits from 1.55% to 1.57% of final average 
compensation; (d) provide full retirement benefits after 25 years of service at 

age 60; and (e) provide 10% cost-of-living increase in retirement payments for 
retired persons in various state retirement systems; (10) $4M fer State to pay 

basic retirement benefit costs of locally employed law enforcement officers; (11) 
$2.3M to increase mileage allowance for teachers and state employees for use of 
private car on state business from 19 cents to 25 cents per mile; (12) $2.5M to 
increase travel subsistence from $31 to $35 per day in-state and from $39 to $45 

per day out-of-state; (13) delete $3.7M from Highway Fund to eliminate 300 vacant 
positions budgeted in Dep't of Transportation. ee 

General Assembly: (1) $3,500 for dictating units; (2) $60,000 for print shop equip- 
ment; (3) $75,000 for Southern Legislative Conference meeting in North Carolina in 
July, 1981; (4) $50,000 to modify air-conditioning units; (5) $15,000 to employ 
architect for Legislative Bldg renovations. 

Judicial Dep't: (1) $2.8M for payment of assigned counsel fees, transcripts and 
briefs; (2) $183,000 for jury and witness expenses; (3) provide additional $1,500 
in annual salary for senior resident superior court judges; (4) provide all superior 
court judges with travel allowance for travel outside county of residence at state 
employee rates in addition to $5,500 annual payment for subsistence expenses, r 
Administration: (1) $160,000 for increase data processing costs OI versonnel Manage-" 
ment Information System; (2) $145,000 for increased cost to maintain same level of 
services for Governmental Complex; (3) $191,000 to continue for up to five years 

state match for five specified federally-funded programs; (4) $500,000 as reserve 

to assist state agencies in converting heating facilities to more economical energy 
sources; (5) $625,000 as reserve for asbestos removal from state bldgs; (6) $125,000 
for repairs and renovations to state bldgs in Capitol Area Complex; ; 

Governor's Office: (1)$144,000 to Office of State Budget and Management to hire con- 
sulting firm to study employment practices and salary plans for public school pro- 
fessional personnel and requires Office to report findings to General Assembly by ( 
March 1, 1981; (2) amends various provisions of GS Ch. 143 to transfer to office of 
State Budget and Management functions of Accounting Systems Section of Dep't of 
State Auditor with respect to design, establishment, and implementation of state gov't 
dep't accounting systems.’ 

Agriculture: (1) $300,000 ($250,000 from General Fund and $50,000 from State Fair 
receipts) to repair Dorton Arena roof. 

Commerce: (1) $171,000 for 3 add'l deputy comm'rs, 3 court reporters, and two clerks 
for Industrial’Comm'n to process "brown lung" claims; (2) $28,Q00 for word processing

Governor and Advisory Budget Comm'n.

Labor: (1) $145,000 for 6 industrial hygienists in Division of Health Services; (2)

Natural Resources and Community Development: (1) $400,000 for fire control equipment; 
(2) $701,000 to fund 10% salary increase for Wildlife Resources Comm'n employees. 
State Treasurer: (1) $65,000 for National Guard Pension Fund. 

Public Schools: (1) Delete $1.48M due to lower estimates of average annual teacher 
salaries; (2) recommend study of school pupil transportation to reduce costs.

Community Colleges: (1) $307,000 for additional industrial training projects and 
$200,000 for instructional equipment for Industrial Services Division; (2) $500,000 
for equipment in "high priority" (such as electronic and maintenance technologies)

Special Reserves: (1) $35M for state dep'ts and institutions to pay for increased 
costs of gasoline, fuel, utilities, and public school contract transportation; (2) 
$500,000 to replace unanticipated loss of federal funds in state dep'ts (funds require 
approval of Governor and Advisory Budget Comm'n). 

Special provisions: The proposed budget changes contain numerous special provisions. 
Some of them implement items already summarized. Other significant provisions are as 
follows: (1) 10% salary increase for legislators, effective with the 1981 session: (2) 
increases legislators' travel and subsistence allowance from $44 to $50 per day and 
monthly expense allowance from $150 to $172, effective with the 1981 session; (3) 
requires State Board of Education to adopt rules by July 1, 1981 to insure uniform 
performance standards and criteria in evaluating public school employees and requires 
county and city boards of education to adopt rules by July 1, 1981 to provide for 
annual evaluation of all teachers as defined in GS 115-142(a)(9) (rules must utilize 
standards and criteria adopted by State Board); (4) adds new provision to GS 143-3 to 
require Governor through Office of State Budget and Management to coordinate efforts 
of gov'tmental agencies in collection, dissemination, and analysis of official economic, 
demographic, and social statistics relating to state planning and budgeting;compile 
information about State programs distributing state aid funds to local governments 
including variables used in their allocation; develop information systems providing 
comparative data on resources and expenditures of local governments; requires state 
agencies to submit proposed new statistical series pertinent to state planning and 
budgeting to Governor; requires state agencies recommending public haarings for admin- 
fstrative procedures under GS Ch.150A pertinent to expenditure or distribution of 
state funds to submit procedures to Governor 30 days before notice of public hearing; 
(5) amends GS 143-34.2 to require any contract entered into with a state agency to 
specify that continuation of contract with state funds beyond state fiscal year is 
subject to state funds being appropriated by General Assembly; (6) adds new GS 108-58.1 
to authorize Governor (a) to withhold from county state funds appropraited for public 
assistance and (b) direct Sec'y of Revenue and State Treasurer to withold tax owed to 
county under Art. 7 (intangible personal property tax), GS Ch. 105, GS 105-113.86 (beer 
and wine tax), Ch. 1096, SL 1967 and Art. 39 (local gov't 1% sales tax), GS Ch. 105, 
when county fails to pay its share of public assitance costs under GS 108-53 or fails 
to meet its financial obligation under GS 108-54.1 or-56.

35 
years and min. $250,000 fine). Provides following penalties for possession, sale, manu- 
facture, etc. of heroin, opium, opiates and specified derivatives or any mixture contain- 
ing such substances: (1) 4 grams or more but less than 14 grams-min. 6 years to max. 15 
years and min. $50,000 fine (Class F felony-min. 14 years and min. $50,000 fine); (2) 14 
grams or more but less than 28-min. 8 to 20 years and min. $100,000 fine (Class F felony- 
min. 18 years and min. $100,000 fine); (3) 28 grams or more-min. 20 to max. 50 years and 
min. $500,000 fine (Class C felony-min. 45 years and $500,000 fine).

Provides that prejudgment relief not to be 
allowed on grounds of debtor's insolvency alone when claim is based on nonbusiness 
debt. Judgments. (1) Deletes uniform collection of foreign judgments act, which 
deals with enforcing judgments from other states in North Carolina; (2) deletes uni- 
form foreign money judgments recognition act, which deals with enforcing judgments 
from other countries; (3) provides that judge can order installment payments only on 
motion of debtor and only when reasonable support of debtor's dependents won't be ad- 
versely affected by payments. 
Court Officials authorized to Act Under Chapter. Authorizes clerk to issue general 
order for seizure and disposition of property to enforce magistrates' judgments 
(originally, district court judge to issue order). 
Postjudgment Remedies. (1) Provides that motion seeking postjudgment relief must be 
served on debtor even if judgment was entered in default; (2) provides that lien 
priority for collection of judgment for ad valorem taxes to be set by GS 105-356 and 
not Chapter 1C; (3) requires postjudgment lien created on consumer goods to specifi- 
cally identify the goods listed as security; provides that not more property than 
necessary to secure the payment of the judgment to be listed; requires lien order to 
state what will constitute default; and deletes creditor's right to reposses himself 
without breach of peace on default of a judgment lien; (4) Allows general order of 
seizure on nonexempt property (without listing specific property) of debtor when judg- 
ment is rendered by magistrate and allows property seized by a general order of seizure 
to be sold under the execution sales statutes rather than judicial sales provisions; 
7(5) amends wage garnishment provisions to provide that before ordering garnishment, 
court must find that exempt wages ($1000 per month) are sufficient to support debtor 
and his dependents; and (6) modifies contempt provisions to provide that debtor may 
not be held in civil contempt when sole basis of asserted contempt is failure to pay 
money due on judgment for money damages. 
Exemptions and Tenancy By Entirety. (1) Provides that court must order increase in 
exempt salary if $1000 month not adequate to support debtor and dependents and provides 
that $1000 per month salary exemption to increase to $1100 per month on Jan. 1, 1983 
and similarly to increase by $100 per month on Jan. 1 of each year thereafter; (2) 
prohibits court from allowing waiver of exemption if exemptions necessary to ensure 
support of defendent and dependents; prohibits waiver of exemption of wages before 
garnishment order has been entered; deletes willful refusal to comply with requirements
